and international state for pure Amer- 
icanism. 

“The first and most practical ques- 
tion for us to consider and decide is 
whether the terms of this committee 
draft of a constitution of a league of 
nations really makes for harmony 
among the nations or will tend to pro- 
duce dissension and controversy. “We 
all desire peace, but in our zeal for 
peace we must be careful not to create 
new obligations and new and untried 
conditions, .which may lead to foster- 
ing war rather than peace.” 


Wants Some Specific Clauses. 

. Asking whether it be not possible to 
construct a less dangerous peace plan, ‘ 
Senator Lodge said: 

“There are certain constructive 


propositions which it would be well, I 
think, for the peace conference to con- 
sider. If you can preserve the Monroe 
doctrine by extending it, which ap- 
pears to me clearly to mean its de- 
struction and to be a contradiction in 
terms, then let us put three lines into 
the draft for the league which will pre- 
serve the Monroe doctrine beyond any 
possibility of doubt or question. It is 
easily done. 

' “Let us also have, if we enter the 


Portuguese colonies in Africa: but I 
do suggest that it is a very grave. a 
very perilous, promise to make, 
causé there is but one way by which 
such guarantees can be maintained, 
and that way is the way of force. 

“If we guarantee any country on) 
the earth, no matter how small 
how large, its independence or its | 
'boundaries, that guarantee we must 
maintain at any cost, and we must 
b> in constant possession of fleets and 
armies capable of enforcing these 
guaranties.” 

“A world’s peace which requires 
preparations for war in order to main- 
tain that peace, presents. ‘questions 
and awakens thoughts which ought 
to be soberly and discreetly consid- 
ered.”

A study by Irving Fisher shows that 
being president takes the life out of a 
man, The life Insurance companies 
have tables showing the life expectancy 
of men at different ages. Irving Fisher's 
study shows thgt ex-presidents only 
reach 91 per cent of their expectancy. 
The showing in the case of Arthur, 
Cleveland, Harrison, and Roosevelt (the 
last four excluding the martyred McKin- 
ley) 1S very bad, being 60 per cent. The 
only presidents living -beyond their ex- 
pectations were Adams, Jefferson, Madi- 
son, J. Q. Adams, Jackson; Van Buren, 
Tyler, Fillmore, and Cleveland. 


The job at the beginning was not so 
strenuous. Of the first ten presidents 
the only three who did not live out 
their expectancies were Harrison, who 
scarcely counts; Washington, who lived 
eleven of the thirteen years due him, 
find Motroe, who held on for fourteen 
of his fifteen. 

‘The average made by the first four 
presidents was 156 per cent of the ex- 
while John Adams leads the 
list with 223 per cent. Since Van Bu- 
ren’s time no president has gone much 
over 100 per cent, except Fillmore, who 
reached 120. 

Taft can expect to laugh his way 
through life for ten years more, and 
Wilson, according to the law of aver- 
ages, has eleven more years. 

For nearly three-quarters of a century 
no man excent Cleveland has lived twen- 
ty years after being inaugurated presi- 
dent, and the presidents of that period 
have been yotinger than those who held

| Charges of Twisting on 


Government Life 


Policies. 


BY THOMAS R. WEDDELL. 


Complaint is made that a few life in-| 


surance agents are seeking to twist 
the government insurance held by sol- 
fiers and sailors. There has been gen- 
eral agreement among life insurance 
companies and their agents that no 
such action should be taken, and that, 
on the contrary, insurance agents 


should use their influence to encour- 
lage soldiers and sailors to retain their 


present government ‘insurance and to 


convert it to the permanent forms of- 


fered. 

Several cases have been discovered 
where agents of a prominent eastern 
company have written let to sol- 
diers urging them to drop the govern- 
ment insurance for policies to be issued 
in their company, and quoting figures 
claiming that this company insurance 
jis cheaper in the long run than that 
furnished by the government. As soon

CITY LABORATORIES 
“MAKE FREE SERUM TO 
TREAT PNEUMONIA 


are making large quantities of antigen, 
& serum for treatment after pneumo- 
nia sets in. It is not a preventive. Dr. 
Robertson issued this statement: 

“The bureau of laboratories of the 
-department of health is now producing 
in large quantities the new autolized 
antigen for treatment of pneumonia. 
This is not the preventive vaccine re- 
cently offered in connection with in- 
fluenza, but is a preparation recom- 
mended essentially for treatment. The 
antigen is made by subjecting large 
cultures of pneumococci to a process 
known as autolysis, whereby the toxic 
or poisonous properties of the organ- 
isms are removed and the substances 
of high immunizing power retained. It 
is possibie, therefore, to give very large 
‘doses of this immunizing substance 
without harmful effect, thereby mate- 
rially reducing the death rate. 

“ Physicians can obtain the antigen 
free of charge by application to the bu- 
reau of laboratories, department of 
health, room 718, city hall.”

3:42 3-5 made by the Illinois A. C. 
swimming quartet in 1916. 

Both the National and Central A. A. 
U. 400 yard relays will be decided in 
the I. A. C. pool this year. The nation- 
al event will be held on April 3 and 
the Central March 6. It is in one of 
these championships that Hazlehurst 
expects his team to smash the record. 

In hanging up its record, the I. A. C. 
quartet averaged.a bit over fifty-five 
seconds for each 100 yards. A. C. Rai- 
thel swam his relay in :55, W. R. Vos. 
burgh in :57, H. J. Hebner in :55 and 
Perry McGillivray in :55 1-5. Since that 
time no quartet has even threatened 
the mark. 

Hazlehurst has a great aggregation 
of swimmers, and it is almost a cer- 
tainty they can average close to fifty- 
five seconds. Perry McGillivray, who 
has been swimming faster than ever 
since he has been in the service, should 
do better than :55.if he is allowed to 
start in the race. He cannot be expected 
to do his best when swimming last, 
when the water is stirred up. 

Clark Leach, the former Hamilton 
club swimmer, is paddling better than 
ever and can stroke a century under 
56. Jones is another sprinter capa- 
ble of doing :56 or better, while John- 
ny Bennett or Buddy Wallen can do 
better than :57. Bill Vosburgh, who 
was a member of the record hoiding 
team, is at the station and can be 
counted upon to do around :56. 

With such a powerful aggregation, 
which shows improvement in every 
meet, Hazlehurst may be successful in 
his attempt. His swimmers believe they 
can accomplish the trick, and are work- 
ing daily in the station tank to get in 
shape for the | trial.
